Tile question was asked of me how I know 
that there is a cleav age between Russia and Red 
China.

(The Presidium and the Politbureau are identi­ 
cal.) 
In the literature of Communism and in the 
resolutions and decisions of national p arties, it 
is clear that whereas Sov iet Russia now p ursues 
a p olicy which in Stalin’s time was regarded as 
Right Dev iationist. Red China, the most orthodox 
of Marx ist countries, is Pelt Dev iationist. Khrush­ 
chev demands that his Right Dev iationist p olicy 
be accep ted in the Sov iet Univ ersal State as tile 
norm. Red China rejects this norm. 
Let us analy ze what Khrushchev p rop oses. 
The Leninist theory was that war was inev itable 
and beneficial. He said: 
“W ar is simp ly the continuation of p olitics by 
the other (i.e.. v iolent) means . . . This was al­ 
way s the standp oint of Marx and Engels, who re­ 
garded ev ery war as the continuation of the p oli­ 
tics of the giv en interested p owers — and the 
v arious classes within these countries — at a 
giv en time.” 
Mao Tze-tung holds to this v iew. Khrushchev 
docs not. He said in 19 56: 
“W ar is not fatalistically inev itable. Today 
there are mighty social and p olitical forces p os­ 
sessing formidable means to p rev ent the imp erial­ 
ists from unleashing war and. if they actually 
try to start it. to giv e a smashing rebuff to the 
aggressors and frustrate their adv enturist p lans.’ 
Again in 19 57. he said: 
“We negate the fatal inev itability of war. 
But, of course, no one can say categorically that 
there will be no war. . . 
In 19 59 , he said: 
“We 
co nsider, p roceeding from a Marx ist - 
Leninist analy sis of the p resent situation, that 
war is not inev itable today . . . the imp erialists 
would like to make tho rf shift of the socialist 
camp , to wip e the socialist countries off the lace 
of the earth, but they are p owerless to do so. 
They realize that a war can be started - - one 
need not be too clev er for that — but how will 
it end? We are conv inced that should the im­ 
p erialists touch off such a war it will end in the 
destruction of cap italism.” 
This attitude has led to breaches and quar­ 
rels between I lift Russian and Chinese Commu­ 
nists. The Chinese hold with Lenin that cap ital­ 
ism must be destroy ed by w ar and that there is 
no other way . Khrushchev holds that the success 
of Communism by p eaceful co-ex istence is not 
only p ossible but inev itable. 
These differences between 
them hav e im­ 
p ortant 
historic 
imp lications. 
Communism 
in 
Sov iet Russia has been in p ower 44 y ears; it has 
been in p ower in China 14 y ears. Sov iet Russia 
was assisted by World W ar II and the United 
States to industrialize itself, to become a p rin­ 
cip al p roductiv e nation: China is still struggling 
to obtain an adequate food sup p ly . Sov iet Rus­ 
sia has mov ed its boundaries westward and south­ 
ward until it is now in control of a great p art of 
Europ e: Red China is still mov ing in the direc­ 
tion of the Chienlung Line with p eril of war dur­ 
ing each mov e. Sov iet Russia is indep endent eco­ 
nomically : Red China remains dep endent up on 
Sov iet Russia and is making economic contracts 
with Canada and Australia to free itself from

‘Fo reign Aid’ Seen Turned 
Into Internatio nal Game

WASHINGTON — “Foreign 
aid” is arousing unusual atten­ 
tion 
in 
Congress—and 
some 
rather surp rising op p osition. This 
is based up on v arious manifesta­ 
tions of p ublic op inion inside the 
United States. 
But to begin to understand 
the “foreign aid” p roblem, one 
has only to read of the news dis­ 
p atches from other p arts of the 
world. Hero, for ex amp le, is a 
United Press International dis­ 
p atch that came on June 19 from 
Quito, Equador: 
“Ambassador Adlai Stev enson 
decided to ex tend his v isit to 
Ecuador today , delighted at an 
unex p ected disp lay of warmth 
for the United States and signs 
of 
increasing 
coldness 
toward 
communism here. . . . 
“The climate ap p eared to hav e 
changed radically from just six 
months 
ago 
when 
students 
stoned the U. S. Embassy and 
President Ibarra p raised Sov iet 
Premier Khrushchev as a groat 
world leader. Stev enson arranged 
to meet with ajbarra today for 
a long talk on way s to av oid 
p roblems 
that 
hav e 
strained 
ll. S.- Ecuadorian relations in 
the p ast.” 
A Plea fo r Aid 
Not many hours later on the 
same day came another United 
Press 
International 
disp atch 
from Quito which read as fol­ 
lows : 
“Ecuador 
asked 
Ambassador 
Adlai Stev enson today for more 
than $200 million in immediate 
credits 'to break the shackles 
of p ov erty .’ 
“A gov ernment memorandum 
submitted to Stev enson p rom­ 
ised that 
the funds would be 
used ‘p rudently and judiciously 
. . . to adv ance decisiv ely the 
economic 
and 
social 
dev elop 
m eat’ of Ecuador.” 
Obv iously , all this did not de­ 
v elop in just a few hours, but 
was carefully p rep art'd iii ad­ 
v ance. There is no good reason 
why 
Latin-American 
countries 
should be dep riv ed of American 
aid 
financial, economic of cul­ 
tural. But the hy p ocrisy of the 
whole business is the constant 
claim 
that, 
when 
the 
United 
States ex tends aid, there must 
be “no strings attached.” 
The Sov iets insist that they 
f u r n i s h 
aid 
“without 
any 
strings.” But the truth is they 
infiltrate the gov ernments, the 
p ress and the student group s in 
the countries to which they lend 
money , and it is the free hand 
giv en their Communist agents 
which is more imp ortant to the 
Sov iets today than any commit­ 
ments in p olicy by the gov ern­ 
ments that are aided. 
"Foreign aid,” therefore, has 
become a kind of international 
game in which the United States 
is being courted by those who 
want funds, and condemned by 
demonstrations and otherwise in 
tho countries whore financial aid 
may 
not 
be 
forthcoming 
in 
amounts desired therein. 


tions, hav e been quick to make 
gifts of money to aid the v ictims 
of 
famine 
or earthquakes or 
other disasters. The p eop le of 
the United States hav e alway s 
been generous to help human be­ 
ings who suffer in any great ca­ 
lamity . 
But the truth is that much of 
the money that now goes abroad 
through “foreign aid” is intended 
for economic dev elop ment. This 
is something in which p riv ate 
indiv iduals 
usually 
p articip ate 
and big p rofits are sometimes 
made 
by 
the citizens of 
the 
country which is benefited. 
A realistic ap p raisal of the 
“foreign aid” p roblem would in­ 
clude a study of just how much 
p rofit 
is made by indiv iduals 
abroad as a result of the Ameri­ 
can gov ernment’s aid. There is 
no objection to the making of 
such p rofits but certainly the 
United States has a right to ex ­ 
p ect that loans will not be re­ 
garded as gifts and will be re­ 
p aid after a reasonable length of 
time, 
To p ut it another way , the 
United States does not really 
hav e to make gifts to most of 
the countries that are now re­ 
ceiv ing “foreign aid.” A form 
of lending at low rates of in­ 
terest is 
a 
legitimate instru­ 
ment for the furnishing of such 
aid. This is why 
there 
hav e 
arisen in recent y ears such in­ 
stitutions as the Intor-Amorican 
Dev elop ment Bank, the Ex p ort- 
Imp ort Bank and similar agen­ 
cies. In the p ast, moreov er, in­ 
div idual American corp orations 
hav e inv ested large sums in for­ 
eign countries. Many of them 
are continuing to do the same 
thing now, and this has p rob­ 
ably been a bigger factor in de­ 
v elop ing 
those countries 
than 
any 
grants 
or 
loans 
by 
the 
American gov ernment. 
Tax Pro po sal 
Unfortunately , just at a time 
when American comp anies are 
increasing their inv estments for 
the building of p lants in foreign 
countries, the Congress of the 
United States is being urged by 
some Administration officials to 
tax American comp anies abroad 
and discourage such inv estment. 
The desire seems to be to use 
American grants for the build­ 
ing up of socialistic enterp rises 
in foreign countries which would 
tend to discourage the free-en­ 
terp rise sy stem. 
A "battle seem* to be shap ing

fessional fire fighters in ev ery

and C anada du ring 19 60 as the 
toll of those killed in the line 
of du ty m ou nted to the highest 
in recent y ears. 
Du ring the y ear there were 
no redu ction in the nu m ber dis­ 
abled 
by 
inju ries

cou ntries. 
These findings were reported 
in a special 
su rv ey condu cted 
by the International Association 
of F ire Fighters AFL-CIO, and

The su rv ey was compiled in 
1200 U. S. and Canadian com­ 
mu nities.

He urged the societies to form 
individual committees that would 
“ generally stimulate interest and 
expand corporate giving to educa­ 
tion, science and welfare.” 
In 1935, a law was passed to al­ 
low corporations to contribute 5 
per cent of their net income, be­ 
fore taxes, for education, science 
and welfare. Ma I ti said that since 


then the average contribution had 
been about 0.645 per cent.

The survey was compiled in 
1200 U. S. and Canadian com­ 
munities.

lives and in 1957 the toll was 
54 kilUxi per 100,000. 
Records reveal that the 1960 
death rate among the average 
American worker was 22 per 
100,000. 
It was brought out in the sur­ 
vey that 21 out of every IOO fire 
fighters were injured in the line 
of duty during 1960. 
This can bi1 
compared to the fact that only 
three out of every IOO workers 
sustained injuries on the average 
job during the same j>enod. 


The survey showed that haz­ 
ards facing the fire fighters are 
greater with scientific and tech­ 
nological advances, such as the

Products Will 
End on June 30 


ALBANY, June 22- Stale Tax 
Commissioner Joseph H. Murphy 
today reminded dealers and users 
of tobac*co products—except cig­ 
arettes—that the 15 per cent State 
tax on the wholesale price of to­ 
bacco products ends at midnight 
June 20. 
Abolition of the tax was assured 
last spring when, upon tlve recom­ 
mendation of Governor Rockefel­ 
ler, tho Legislature removed the 
tax on all tobacco products ex­ 
cept cigarettes. The State tax of 
5 cents for each 20 cigarettes re­ 
main in effect. 
The tobacco products tax had 
become effective July I, 1959, and 
up now has produced $13 8 million 
in revenue. 
In announcing its demise, the 
Governor said that removal of the 
tax would "improve the competi­ 
tive position of the States to- 
bai co dealers.” 
The tax was collected under a 
mandatory 
system 
of 
monthly 
dealer reports and, since no tax 
was 
imposed 
on 
dealer 
floor 
stocks when the tax took effect. 
no refund of the tax will be al­ 
lowed 
on 
tobacco

hand at the close of business June 
20. Commissioner Murphy said. 
Importers and manufacturers of 
tobacco products doing business in 
New- York State must file their

turns with their remittanc? on or 
before July 15, 1961. AA books and 
records uertaining to the State's 
tobacco products tax must be re­ 
tained for three years and are sub­ 
ject to audit by representatives of 
the New York Department of Tax­ 
ation and Finance.
